The reply filed on 7/21/2008 is not fully responsive 
to the prior Office Action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has not specifically 
responded to the Examiner's statement indicating that 
sonication is a form of non-linear vibration as Instantly 
claimed. The non-linear aspect of the invention is crucial to 
further examination of this case. Applicant informally 
presented arguments during the Interview conduced July 16, 
2008, traversing the fact that sonication is a form of non-linear 
vibration and indicated that a full traversal of the examiner's 
assertions would be present in the next commimication by 
Applicant. Absent any statements by Applicant concerning 
this aspect of the prior art is considered non-responsive. See
